During the year we have received from the State, in accordancé 
with the Act of 1891, 106 volumes of a useful and substantial char- 
acter. A list of these appears below. Way 

From the annual appropriation by the town, 54 volumes have 
been purchased, consisting chiefly of recent fiction. r 

The library regulations, methods of classification, etc., arranged 
and recommended by the State Library Commission for LS 
throughout the State, have been adopted for use here. | 

The location of the library has been continued in the store of 3% 
Mr. A. C. Lane, who has given it every accommodation and atten- : 
tion circumstances permitted. The space here afforded is, how- 
ever, extremely limited, and this fact, together with the prospect | 
increase in number of books and other reasons, makes it desira 
that a permanent and more commodious library room should be 
provided. 

It is now the law and apparently the settled policy oe the Stat 
to require towns to maintain free public libraries, and to cole 
them by annual appropriations. In this connection it may | 
stated that several of the proprietors of the Athenzeum Librar 
have assured your committee that that collection of books wou 
also be turned over to the town whenever suitable accommodatio 
were provided. The Athenzeum contains about 500 volumes, and 
is at present stored 1 in the Congregational parsonage.

DIVISION NO. I. 


The pupils of this division, under the leadership of Miss Grace 
E. Gowen, have found her always ready to “lend a hand” to for- 
ward any movement which would promote their moral or intellectua] 
development, and it would have been a grievous fault of the 
scholars had they not profited by her well directed labors, and 
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kindly co-operated to make this school satisfactory to all interested. 
The written tests, which have been a feature of the year’s work, are 
deserving of special mention—some of them evincing a thorough- 
ness of the subject and neatness of penmanship seldom excelled in 
a common school. 

DIVISION NO. 2. 


Miss Bradley’s work in the school room embodies many original 
and attractive ideas, rendering it interesting even to a casual ob- 
server. 


She understands how to govern as well as to instruct, and to this 


fact is largely due the success she has attained as a teacher. 

It is patent in the history of this school that the objectionable 
features, not long since obvious, have been eliminated one after an- 
other, and it has been easy to see the constant improvement going 
on under the efficient management of this skilful teacher. 


DIVISION NO. 3. 


Miss Slack is a born teacher, having a natural aptitude for the 
work, unbounded enthusiasm, and the happy power of imparting 
instruction. ; 

She displays great tact in bringing all her pupils under the genial 
influence of their leader, and at all times secures their appreciative 
attention. 

The pupils have remained keenly interested in their work 
throughout the year. 

The commendation she has already received from the Board of 
Education, the respect and confidence of her pupils, and her con- 
tinued popularity in the town, are evidence of a remarkably suc- 
cessful career as a teacher. 


DIVISION NO. 4. 


Miss Jennie L. Lamprey, of North Hampton, a graduate of 
Robinson Seminary and a teacher with two years’ experience, is 
teaching a winter term in this division. 

At a recent visit we found the school appearing well, but much 
too small for any teacher to put into practice the best pedagogical 
idea she may possess.

A majority of the children recite alone, and so lose that stimulus 
of competition with others which arouses them to increased ac- 
tivity and gives more rapid advancement. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


In submitting for your consideration our annual report we would 

call attention to the fact that the management of ungraded schools 
is fraught with many difficulties. 
_ It is doubtless true that better instruction can be given in well 
graded schools, where each teacher has but one class; but facts 
gleaned from some of our academies and seminaries go to show 
that in many instances the average country youth is in advance of 
the city pupil. 

It is therefore with pleasure we note the increased interest de- 
veloped, and the progress made in our ungraded schools during the 
past year. 

That such progress has been made is due largely to the fact that 
we have been able to secure the services of the same experienced 
and skilful teachers for the whole year. 

We heartily endorse them as being alive to their responsibility, 
and fully realizing the demands of the times. From this we would 
not be understood to say that everything in regard to our schools 
has been perfect, because in this age of progressive education, per- 
fection is not attainable; but in general it may be said that efforts 
have been well directed and the results commendable. 

In a leading educational journal recently was an article entitled, 
“Teachers must be Readers.’”’ Our experience has taught us the 
truth of this. 

It is not enough in these days of advancement that a teacher 
once graduated from some seminary, normal school, or even col- 
lege—there should be constant professional self improvement in 
order that the questions which continually arise in the school-room, 
relating to the current events of the time, may be intelligently ex- 
plained to the pupils, and also that they may look upon their work 
broadly and comprehensively. 

Perhaps the most unsatisfactory feature in the past year’s work 
has been the failure of some having children in their charge to en- 
force regularity of attendance. 


on 


The school board can insist on an attendance of twelve weeks 
during the year, but beyond this they are powerless to act, and the 
responsibility then rests with the parents. 

When we consider that a large per cent. of our population receive 
their entire education in our common schools, we realize the im- 
portance of constant attendance throughout the term. } 

Through the enterprise of teachers and pupils, supplemented by 
the parents, school libraries have been started and neat book cases 
placed in the school rooms of Divisions 2 and 3. 

By this means much good reading has been placed within the 
reach of the scholars, giving them an acquaintance with different 
styles of writing and a knowledge of various authors. 


At the expense of the town a new steel ceiling has been placed 


in Division 3, at a cost of a trifle more than new lathing and plas- 
tering would have required. 

It would seem that something must be done in the near future in 
regard to the school house in Division 2. Either extensive repairs 
should be made on the old one, or else, what would perhaps be 
better, a new one be built in its stead. 

The children in Division 4 were again conveyed to Division 1 
during the spring and fall terms. 

Teachers of ability command about the same price whether there 
be in the school eight or twenty-eight pupils, hence we think the 
economy in expenditure and the multiplication of educational 
privileges which arise by the consolidation of Division 4 with 
Division 1 cannot be over estimated. 


We labor at a disadvantage in making ourre port this year, as the 
schools are to continue several weeks, so our ‘roll of honor” is in- - 


complete, and we are unable to present the statistical report. 

In conclusion we would express obligation to the teachers for the 
cordial manner in which they have assisted the Board of Education 
in its efforts to correct evils and introduce so far as practicable 

needed changes ; and to the scholars for their courteous bearing 
towards us at all times.
